The Hlustrated Home Library Encyclo- 
pedia. Guild Edition. [c1955 by Educa- 
tional Book Guild, Inc.] illus. ports 
maps. 22cm. cloth. price of v.] varies 
from 19c to 99c; v.2-20, 99c each: sold 
through food stores. 

This note is based on the first volume 
only (A-Amm) of a 20-volume set. A 
bookmark enclosed with the volume indi- 
cates that the set is sold on the volume-a- 
week purchase plan. Several requests for 
complete review sets for the Subscription 
Books Committee have brought no re- 
sponse from the promoters, Premium 
Wares, Inc., of Brooklyn, New York 

Preliminary pages of volume 1 state 
that the encyclopedia has been prepared 
and edited by the National Lexicographic 
3oard of which Albert H. Morehead is 
Chairman and General Editor. The Na- 
tional Lexicographic Board, with offices in 
New York City, prepares encyclopedias 
which are published by other organiza- 
tions. Other sets prepared and edited by 
this Board are the Illustrated Encyclo- 
pedia of Knowledge (see note in January 
1956 Subscription Books Bulletin) and the 
New Wonder Book Cyclopedia of World 
Knowledge (see review in July 1955 Sub- 
scription Books Bulletin). Albert H 
Morehead is described in Who’s Who in 
America, 1956-1957, as the author of more 
than 60 books, many of them on card 
games, more recently books in the area of

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The first 50 pages of volume 1 of the 
Illustrated Home Encyclopedia 
and of the Illustrated Encyclopedia of

Volume 1 of the Home Library has some 
10 personal name entries. Three are con- 
temporary figures (Aga Khan, Abd-el- 
Krim, and Konrad Adenauer). The article 
on Abd-el-Krim is relatively adequate, 
but the sketches of Adenauer and Aga 
Khan provide little factual information. 


There are paragraph length descriptions

periods. A total of nine pages is devoted 
to John, John Quincy, and Samuel Adams.

The style of the work is simple and clear 
although sometimes lacking in variety. 
There is frequent use of the second per- 
son, with occasional sentences in the first 
person. An effort has been made to make 
the work appealing by the inclusion of 
such material as Swinburne’s “Nephelidia” 
with the article Alliteration and brief stor- 
ies of the ant and the grasshopper and the 
fox and the grapes with the article Aesop.

My confession: rec- 
ollections of a rogue. Harper, $6. Tenta- 
tive date October 31. 


Adventures, martial and amorous, crowd with 
incredible rapidity into the life of the author 
who, at the age of sixteen, left Boston’s puri- 
tanical fastness for the less inhibited West. 
Enlisting as a soldier in the war against Mex- 
ico he soon discovered that the perils of battle 
were as nothing compared to the misfortunes 
brought about by his magnetic attraction to 
trouble. Racy, vigorous prose that vividly por- 
trays a picaresque, swashbuckling hero and 
the sights, smells, and sounds of the Mexican 
War. Portions of the book, illustrated with 
drawings by the author, appeared in Life 
magazine. 


Mason, Alpheus Thomas. Harlan Fiske 
Stone: pillar of the law. Viking, $8.75. 
Tentative date November 9. 

The twelfth Chief Justice of the U.S. is ex- 
amined in a detailed and affirmative biography 
that begins with his childhood years on a 
New Hampshire farm. The book traces Harlan 
Stone’s earlier career as professor, dean of the 
Columbia Law School, and U.S. attorney gen- 
eral but concentrates on his 21 years on the 
Supreme Court bench—a period that began 
in 1925 and ended with his death in 1946. An 
exhaustive portrait of a liberal dissenter and 
a careful study of a decisive era in Supreme 
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Court history that, though overlong, will be 
appreciated by a select audience. A_ brief 
biographical sketch of Stone appears in Dun- 
ham’s Mr. Justice, also listed in this issue.

In conversational, anecdotal reminiscences an 
English dealer shares his experiences in the 
antique business which he entered in 1910 
when he formally became a helper in his 
father’s shop in Bristol. He presents a quietly 
enlightening picture of dealers and buyers and 
incidentally gives information about antiques 
that collectors will relish. The modern period 
of collecting, in which the American market 
predominates, is touched on only lightly.

Because his father, a captain in the Con- 
federate Army, was named Alexander Xerxes 
Trowbridge and nicknamed Big Ax, young 
Trowbridge became by Mississippi custom 
Little Ax. How the boy picked up a captaincy 
at age fifteen-going-on-sixteen is told in a 
novel of the Civil War from Shiloh to Chicka- 
mauga. Undersized and baby-faced Little Ax 
was driven to daring exploits to compete with 
the memory of his tall, handsome dead 
brother Kendall for their father’s love and 
approbation, and nearly lost his chance for 
happiness by his long habit of making the 
choice he supposed Kendall would have made. 
Exciting battle scenes; a large cast, well 
delineated.

A Bible designed for simplified reading that 
closely follows but is considerably shorter 
than the King James Version since, although 
it accounts for all the Biblical books, it dis- 
penses with genealogical lists, repetitive de- 
scriptions, and other omissible barriers to 
comprehension. In addition to an introductory 
preface each book or group of books is intro- 
duced by material on the historical back- 


ground. The most radical change is the group- 
ing together of the Gospels of Matthew, Mark, 
and Luke into a single narrative. While the 
translation lacks the cadence of the King 
James Version it does offer lucidity and unity 
for those primarily interested in content. Lists

That Sgren Kierkegaard was a Christian 
thinker of depth and magnitude is reaffirmed 
in a study which considers his ideas on be- 
coming and being a true follower of Christ. 
Pointing out that the Danish philosopher re- 
jected not Christianity itself but men’s dis- 
tilled and distorted versions of it the author 
illustrates that Kierkegaard’s concepts of 
faith, sin, despair, and discipleship reflect the 
paradoxical and subjective qualities of man’s 
relationship to God and arrive at the heart of 
the individual's religious quest.
